Trust Co.,-of which 
Dr. French also was president, was 
closed “Thursday ‘by Bank Examiner 
R. M. Cook. 


The failure of the bank is due to the 
fact that it-held Missouri-Lincoin stock 
as collateral ‘security for ‘loans aggre- 
gating $120,000 at the time the Missouri- 
Lincoln was transferred to the Mercan 
tile Truét Co. THe bank- officials and 
Girectors succeeded ‘In ” strengthening, 
‘with additional collateral and security, 
one-half‘of these loaris: Théy were not 
able to get any additional security for 
$60,000 of the loans. , ° 

The stockholders of the bank prob- 
ably will lose al] the money they put 
into its capital. 

At the time the last assessment list 
was made up .Dr., Pinckney French 
owned 379 of’ the’ ‘1000 shares of stock.

French's residence Wednésday night 
and decided to turn the institution over 
to the Secretary of State. 


| Examiner's Statement, 

Dr. French notified Mr. Cook of the 
decision of the directors and the examin- 
er took charge of the bank Thursday 
morning. The bank had a capita! of 
$100,000, surplus of $5000 and deposits of 
abotit $340,000. 

'Mr. Cook said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “The Olive Street Bank was 
closely allied with the Missouri-Lincoin 
Trust Co. When the Missouri-Lincoin 
was taken over by the Trus 
Co. . bank had $120,000 in loans se- 
oured Missouri-Lincoln stock. 

“After the liquidation of the Missouri- 
Lincoln an effort. was made to strength- 
én this paper. The bank has on hand 
about $60,000 of Missouri-Lincoin Trust 
stock as security for notes, the makers 
of which appear to be unable to give ad- 
ditional collateral or procure personal 
indorsements. 

“The Secretary of State is not ‘willing 
to give this stock any bredit or vhlue, If 
it has any value it is purely. speculative. 
At the price it is being sold—30 to 3 

_eents—it would bring $15,000 to $18,000, 
and if applied on the $60,000 loans it 
would make a loss of about $45,000. 


$55,000 More Doubtful.

Frank Timmons of Kansas City, 
brother of Mrs. Dorrance, testified that 
during numerous conversations he had 
with Dorrance in the latter part of 
April, the rancher showed complete 
knowledge of his wife's whereabouts at 
the time. 

Mrs. Gertrude Sasse, manager of the

Judge Foster, trial judge at Dorrance’s 
divorce suit, testified that it was a de- 
fault case, that Dorrance was sworn, 
and that he testified in his own behalf.

The de- 
fense sprung a surprise by announcing 
that it would introduce no evidence, but 
would rely on that submitted by the 
State. A postponement was ordered un- 
til 1:30 p. m., when counsel began their 
arguments.

In them the writer earn- 
estly commended Lena Robinson to her 
sister’s care, and spoke of his willing- 
tess to buy @ form for her. He wrote 
of the negress as “my Lena.” 

In the deposition filed are affidavits 
alleging that, after Dorrance’s separa- 
t‘on from his wife he installed the 

negress in his wife's room of the co- 
lenia] mansion on his 1000-acre farm in 
Chariton County, Missouri.

His first conclusion is that the article 
in question, which advocates the use 
of arms and dynamite in annihilating 
police and soldiers that anrchy may pre- 
vail, constitutes a ‘‘seditious libel,’’ and 
is undoutedly “a crime at common law.’’ 
Nation Needs New Law. 

He declares there is no Federal stat- 
ute which makes such publications an 
offense against the United States, and 
that the Federal courts consequently 
have no jurisdiction in the matter. 

That there is full power in the pos- 
session of Congress to make such pub- 
lHications criminal, the Attorney-General 
asserts, and guotes Chief Justice Fuller 
of the Supreme Court and Mr. Justice 
Field as authority. 

The greater portion of his opinion is 
devoted to the question of whether, in 
the absence of any legislation by Con- 
gress, the Postmaster-General has the 
right to exclude such publications. On 
tnis point his conclusion is: . 

“The Postmaster-General will be justi- 
fied in excluding from the mails any w- 
sue of any periodical, otherwise entitled 
to the privileges of second-class mail 
tratter, which shall contain any article 
ccntaining a ‘seditious libel,’ and coun-

Becker Will Go Up in the Air 
After Wisconsin Gover- 
norship.

“boy Mayor” of Milwaukee, is after the 


Sherburn M. Becker, formerly 


nomination for Governor of Wisconsin, 
and he means to chase it clear off the 


earth. He has arranged to stump the 
State in a balloon. If he can make his 
anchor connect successfully with ‘his 
speaking dates he expects to put all the 
other candidates up in the air. 

The vehicle that will carry Becker and 
his boom through—or rather over—Wis- 
consin will be the biggest balloon tn the 
world, and it will be a St. Louts prod- 
uct. It will cos, $3000, but candidates 
come high in Wisconsin and Becker in- 
tends to go higher than any of them. 
The order for the balloon has _ been 
placed with the M. T. Heimann Manu- 
facturing Co., Thirteenth and Rutger 
streets, and the contract requires its 
completion within six weeks. 

Will Sail to Windy City. 

Becker will come to St. Louis when 
his balloon is ready and will sail from 
here to Chicago—at least he will start 
for Chicago. Then he will begin his 
itinerary through the atmosphere above 
the Badger State, and the uncertainties 
of ballooning give him grounds for the 
belief that he is as likely to land in the 
executive mansion at Madison as at any 
other given point. 

If any rival candidates for the gov- 
ernorship have to depend upon hot air 
to get the votes they will find Becker 
hard to beat, for he- will have more gas 
than any of them. His balloon will have 
a capacity of 110,000 cubic feet. As Beck- 
er intends to make all his speeches

If he can strike the right breezes 
he expects to go through Wisconsin like 
a Roosevelt message through Wall 
street. He will swoop down “hawklike 
on a town, anchor on Main street, tell 
the inhabitants to vote for him or he'll 
spill ballast on them, and then heave 
off, en route (tentatively) for the next 
village. All this while his rivals are 
panting about trying to catch trains and 
swearing at railroad schedules. 

He says he doesn’t expect to make his 
tour sensational. He detests publicity. 
|+His press agent admits this. He is de- 
scribed simply as an enthusiastic bal- 
loonist, with a gubernatorial ambition 
on the side. He believes in elevating the 
process of running for office. He will 
take it to altitudes it never reached be- 
fore. If it doesn’t stay there it won't be 
his fault. You never can tell what will 
happen to a balloon—especially a candi- 
date’s balloon.

HAT PROVES INNOCENCE 





Says Man Will Not Dare Face 
Certain Ostracism in 
. America.

PARIS, April 9.—In an impassioned 
speech, which lasted four hours, Maitre 
Barboux, Mrs. Hart McKee’s counsel, 
pictured her to the divorce court Judge 
as a noble woman, a high example of 
outraged virtue and injured innocence. 
Maitre Barboux was pleading in rebut- 
tal of the accusations which the equally 
eloquent Maitre Labori, her husband's 
lawyer, made against her last Wednes- 
day and the Wednesday before. 

Barboux was exceedingly plain-spok- 
en. His direct treatment of the most 
delicate subjects amused the listeners, 
among whom were many fashionable 
women and men. 

Dentes Affair With Count. 

Counsel vehemently denied the charge 
that his charming client had been guilty 
of the slightest indiscretion with young 
Count Guylielmi at the Varenn2s cha- 
teau, which the McKees leased. 

““Besides,"" Barboux added, “this in- 
cident at the chateau is supposed to 
have occurred in the briefest interval of 
time—while McKee was changing his 
clothes; for he had been fighting and 
awkwardly fallen in the water.’ 

“The whole story about. Mrs. McKee 
and the Count being discovered ‘by the 


husband as they emerged from a grove 
of trees on the grounds of the chateau 
is fabrication,’’ declared Barboux. 

Only a Frenchman could have clinched 
his argument on this point as did Bar- 
boux. 

“It is acknowledged that my client 
wore a fashionable and becoming hat,’’ 
he said. “I leave it to your common 
sense if this peculiar fashion of ladies’ 
hats, at the time this alleged incident 
occurred, was not absolutely unfavor- } 
able to impromptu love-making.”’ 


Women Approve Point. 
Some of the women in court smiled ap- 
provingly; others nodded as if to con- 
firm the lawyer; still others whispered 


to each other, perhaps asking whence 
Barboux had derived so much knowl- 


ome: 
The advocate warmly defended Miss 
Lawler, a friend of Mrs. McKee, on 
whom Mr. MoK se lad cast aspersions. 
Barboux Insisted that Miss Lawler was 
innocent of any wrongdoing and that it 
was wholly “alse that she tried to cloak 
Mrs. McKee’'s love affairs. 

Then Barboux brought his oratorical 
guns to bear on Baron Aliotte, secre- 
tary of the Italian Embassy here. 

“Aliotte played a most contemptible 
part in this sad domestic drama,’’ the 
lawyer declared. ‘‘He sought, by manip- 
ulating certain correspondence that 
passed between Mrs. McKee and him- 
self, tO furnish a weapon against her 
to her husband. The original letters in 
their correspondence, being perfectly 
harmless, were not preserved. 

“But Aliotte, by a wonderful feat of 
memory, pretended to restore the let- 
ters word for word. This might be 
very interesting in a novel, but it is 
not evidence in a court of law. I am 
convinced that Aliotte has been more in- 
fluenced by McKee’s money than by 
friendship for him.” 

Says McKee Was “Petty.” 

Barboux, concluding, said McKee has 
with his 
had even resorted to 


‘doctor’ their house- 


wife’s’ fortune, 
petty devices to 
hold aceounts. 

“McKee did not hesftate to imitate 
his wife’s handwriting when his own 
financial ends were to be served.” said 
Rarboux. ‘““The criminal code would eall 
these little tricks of the husband by a 
very ugly name. 

“But he will be punished sufficiently. 
So much of bis past, carefully hidden up 
to the moment these proceedings be- 
gan, has been dragged into light that. 
brazen-faced though he be, he will 
never dare return to the United States, 
for all honest folk would shun him as 
a moral leper.” 

The case was adjourned 
Wednesday.

ed the window and leaped to the ground.

“I do this just to let the world know 
that I am despondent and broken heart- 
ed,”’ the Jetter said. “I was in suspense 
until noon today. I have no relatives. 
Fut there might be one who would like 
to know that he alone was the cause of 
it. My name is Sadie Collett.’ 

_ ~ Too Late to Save Her. 

Mrs. Collett entered the infirmary 
March 21 as a patient of Dr. O. Paquin, 
who had been treating her for nervous 
prostration, the result of morphine ad- 
diction. He had called on her a few 
minutes before she leaped from the 
window. When he left the room to visit 
another patient in the hospital she got 
out of bed and went to the window. 
To open it she had to climb over a 
steam radiator. As she was crawling 
through the window Dr. Paquin entered 
the room in time to see her disappear, 
but was unable to catch her. 

Two men who were on the opposite 
side of the street saw her fall and 
apshed to her side. 

"8 had .fallen inside the fence, close 
to the wali of the building, in earth soft- 
ened ‘by the rain, and her body made a 
depression in the soil a foot deep. 

She was picked up and carried into the 
hall of the infirmary. 

- When she was asked if she had tried 
to commit suicide she murmured: “I 
did it for him.’’ She became unconscious 
and remained so until her death.

There is being organized in St. Louts 
a trades union which will include in 
its ranks servants who work in houses, 
waitresses in restaurants, scrubwomen 
in skyscrapers, kitchen maids and 
chambermaids in hotels, laundresses 
and charwomen who go out to work by 
the day, butlers, coachmen, chauffeurs, 
stablemen, furnace tenders, housemen; 
in fact all classes and grades in what 
are known as the ‘“‘servant class.”’ 

Mrs. Edith Adams, an avowed anar- 
chist, a friend of Emma Goldman, and 
a student of sociology, is the orgenizer. 

Mrs. Adams has been a servant her- 
self, and has worked in many of the 
best houses in the West End, where she 
went to study the servant problem. 
She recently caused consternation in 
homes where she had served by a pub- 
lished denunciation of the treatment of 
servants in homes where she had served. 


Officers Are Chosen. 


The initial meeting of the organization 

was held in Mrs. Adams’ rooms at 
Fourteenth street and Franklin avenue 
last Saturday night. It was well at- 
tended for the limited netice which had 
gone out. 
About thirty girls In service and some 
men, butlers and coachmen were -pres- 
ent, and a temporary organization af- 
fected. Temporary officers were elect- 
ed, but their names are not given out, 
for fear that if their employers knew 
them they would be discharged. Mrs. 
Adams was elected organizer. 

‘This is the beginning of a movement 
that will spread like wildfire over the 
country as soon_as it gets a good head- 
way,’ said Mrs. Adams to the Post- 
Dispatch. 

“Will it not make what employers call 
the ‘servant problem’ harder than it is 
at present?’ she was asked. 


Will Improve Service. 


“On the contrary, it will improve the 
service, produce better and more self 
respecting servants, and make house 
service a trade instead of a conglom- 
eration of illy trained, clumsy and un- 
thinking girls and men doing their work 
in a halthearted way becauce they are 
overworked, underpaid, and kept in a 
continuel state’ of mental and physical 
exhaustion. . 

‘You can’t get as good and intelligent 
work out of a person who is enzgag = 
in hard physical labor twelve to fift-«n 
hours a day as you can from one who 
works eight hours a day and has time 
for rest and recreation. Fifteen hours 
of physical labor a day is brutalizing. 

“Think what must be the opportunity 
for mental development in a girl who 
works fifteen hours or ten hours a day 
every day in the week except on her 
day ‘out,’ when she is lucky if she gets 
four hours off. 

“Four hours a week is not much for 
recreation. That will be changed when 
the union is fully organized, and we 
are strong enough to demand the rights 
that are ours by every instinct of hu- 
manity. 

Each One an Organiser. 

“The organization is now going.on by 
units. Those who have joined is each 
constituting herself into an organizer 
to tell her friends of the movement and 
ask her to join. The difficn'ty in getting 
the girls in is their timidity. The em- 
ployers have them bluffed. The giris 
know well enough that they are not 
treated well, except in the case of a few 
who know family secrets that are bet- 
ter kept quiet. A servant wio has 

peeped into the closet and made the ac- 
quaintance of the family skeleton is the 
worst tyrant in the world.

NEW YORK, April 9.—Of course any 
experienced playwright knows that the 
climax really comes in the third act, 
when Chin Kung Gin sits down on a hot 
heater in the Harlem court and arises 
therefrom at once and emits several 
loud, singed shrieks, but to begin at the 
beginning it should be stated that at 6 
o'clock in the morning Policeman Lycur- 
gus Hemmer was walking north on 
Broadway, between 195th and 196th, 
which is in Upper Harlem.

HAS ROOSEVELT FIRED BRYAN’S BOLT? 

Looking beyond the presidential nominations 
to the realities of the campaign; Democrats will, 
find that there are weighty reasons not as yet 
named in many places, why Gov. Johnson of 
Minnesota would make a more formidable can- 
didate than Mr. Bryan. 

With either Taft or Roosevelt in the Republi- 
can leadership, the main issue, so far as they can 
control it, will necessarily be the indorsement 
of the present administration and the continua- 
tion of its policies. As to most of these Mr. Bryan 
is as fully committed to their support as any Re- 
publican in the country. He has takeh issue with 
the President so rarely and he has cordially ap- 
proved his words and deeds on so many occasions 
that his nomination as against either Taft or 
Roosevelt would be like a Democratic indorse- 
ment of the Republican ticket and policies. 

It will hardly do for the Democratic candidate 
and party to go into the campaign committed to |. 
Taft or Roosevelt in this fashion and raising no 
issue except one involving the sincerity of the 
Republican party. The candidacy of either one 
of these men would be a sufficient answer to that. 
There are Republicans, of course, who-do not 
admire Roosevelt or Taft, but with one or the 
other of these gentlemen in the leaderchip or in 
office, such elements will not be very influential. 

Gov. Johnson’s appreciation of the President's 
good qualities has been expressed in more cir- 
cumspect fashion. He has had no prior clainis 
of his own to establish, and so he has escaped 
the pitfalls which always seem to wait for pride.

Congressmen Draft Statute to 
Institute a Dress 
Reform. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—The clothing 
which marble statues of State heroes 
wear has become a mighty issue in Con- 
gress. Daily it is flaunted in the faces 
of Congressmen when they walk 
through the Hall of Statuary in the 
Capitol, where the figures of these great 
men line the walls dressed in all the 
freaks of sartorial fancy. 

So harassing did this conglomeration 
of clothing become to Representative 
Samuel W. McCall of Massachusetts 
that a few days ago, in a speech, he 
called the Hall of Statuary ‘“‘the vham- 
ber of horrors.”” He suggests grinding 
up the statues to manufacture lime. 

As a result of Mr. McCall's artistic 
discrimination, the House of Repre- 
resentatives is to make him official cen- 
sor of art for Congress, and hereafter, 
under a bill soon to be passed, all 
statues before being installed in the 
hall must be approved by Mr. McCall’s 
Committee on Library, and they must 
in all cases be life size. 

Mr. McCall would like to solve the 
clothing. question by cutting off the 
bodies of the statues of the heroes. 
Since that is impossible, he would like 
to see a law passed excluding all but 
busts. 

The artistic clothing question was 
brought to an issue by a resolution of 
Representative Mann of Iilinois to re- 
move the Greenough statue of George 
Washington, now on the Capitol 
grounds, to the Smithsonian Institution. 

Wanted All Removed. 

“Mr. Speaker, I want to say that the 
resolution has my hearty indorsement,”’ 
said Mr. McCall. ‘“‘The gentleman from 
Illinois is a regent of the Smithsonian 
Institution and I want to ask him if he 


some other works of art in the vicinity 
of the Capitol and be willing to have 
them removed to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution?” 

Mr. Mann replied that he _ thought 
some go-called works of art about the 
Capitol “ought to be embalmed in some 
place outside the Capitol,’’ but he didn’t 
think the Smithsonian would welcome 
them. 

‘“‘We might establish a collection of 
art freaks and fill it full from not a 
great distance from the Capitol,’”’ added 
Mr. Mann. 

“I was hoping,”’ replied Mr. McCall, 
“that we might get the gentleman from 
Illinois to consent to take, for instance, 
the statue of the distinguished Missouri- 
an, Tom Benton, which I understand 
the gentleman from Missouri, Mr. Clark, 
is ashamed to look at as he goes through 
the chamber of horrors, called Statuary~ 
Hall, and then I hope also that the gen- 
tleman may take an interest in another 
statue which has recently been added 
to the collection. 
“Since Curry was presented I think 
the collection can boast the most mag- 
nificent frock coat that America has 
yet produced. We have a number of 
others which I trust the gentleman will 
have his eye on.”’ 

Mr. Mann replied that although the 
Smithsonian had a collection of articles 
representing a wide range of human in- 
genuity, he thought it would draw the 
line on some specimens of Capitél art.
